Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant has proposed amending the present claims to require that not less than 85 % (up from 70%) of the 
total projected area of the grains meet the 5 requirements. Applicant had previously pointed to an example of the reference wherein 69% 
of the grains met the requirements. However, the rejection of record is a 103 rejection not a 102, therefore, the examiner notes (as stated 
in the rejection of record) that preferably 97% of the total grain projected area comprises the preferred grains of the reference. Therefore, 
it is the position of the examiner that the rejection of record would stand if the proposed amendment were entered, thus it will not be as it 
does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
